James Caldwell, British consular 
agent at Zacatecas, reported today that 
George St. Clair Douglas, 4 Scotchman, 
was under arrest and about to be sub- 
jected to courtmartial at Zacatecas on 
a charge of having assisted theafederals 
in the recent’ fighting incident to the 
capture of the city by Villa's troops. 
H. C. Miles, British vice consul 
El Paso, after consulting with both |

finally obtained assurances that no dis- | 
position of the Douglas case would be | 
made until Theodore Hamm, American | 
consul at Durango, reached Zacatecas | 
and investigated the affair. 
Confertnce at Torreon. 
All elements in the three-cornered | 
Mexican controversy, agents of Car- 
ranza, Villa and Huerta awaited to- | 
night developments from Torreon, | 
where constitutionalist factions will 
confer tomorrow. From all sides came 
expressions of confidence that a tem-| 
porary compromise between Carranza | 
and Villa at least would be effected. 
General Obregon, western divisional | 
commander, telegraphed General Villa | 
today that he was sending delegates to. 
the conference at Torreon, which not, 
only has been designed to do away with | 
the Villa-Carranza difficulty, but to! 
perfect plans fora concerted movement | 
against the national capital. 
The negotiations will be conducted | 
only by military men representing 
the three military zones, none of whom | 
so far as learned, will be direct rep- | 
resentatives of the constitutionalist | 
commander-in-chief. The efforts of Car- 
ranza’s military leaders. to. settle the 
internal troubles thus would become 
purely a matter of their own solution, 
aside from’ what influence Carranza 
might bring to bear through those zone 
commanders with whom he isin accord. 


NO DEFINITE WORD 
FROM GENERAL CARRANZA. 

Washington, July 3.—With Mexican 
mediation in recess pending action by 
the constitutionalists, officials of the 
Washington government tonight re- 
fused to concede that all chances for 
peace had fled. 

Administration leaders held ,to this 
optimistic view despite the fact that 
no definite word had come from Gen- 
eral Carranza, first chief of the ‘con- | 
stitutionalists, respecting the confer- 
ence with his subordinate generals | 
over the invitation from the mediators, 
for his agents to participate in dis- | 
cussion with the Huerta representa- | 
tives. Tonight Charles A. Douglas, | 
one of Carranza’s counsellors, who has 
been chiefly interested in efforts to 
bring about the meeting between ,the 
Mexican antagonists, had a long con- 
ference with Secretary Bryan. Previ- | 
ous to this he had conférred for hours 
with Rafael Zubaran and Luis Cabrera, , 
Carranza’s chief agents in Washing- | 
ton, 

It was admitted that messages had | 
been received from General Carranza | 
at Saltillo, but it was learned these 
messages asked for further informa- 
tion about the proposed conference 
and also with relation to the attitude 
of the United States. It was intimated | 
that some assurances were wanted by | 
the constitutionalists as to when the) 
United States would retire from Vera | 
Cruz in the event that the constitu- 
tionalists should agree to a provis- 
ional government pending a constitu- 
tional election. Mr. Bryan would not 
discuss the situation, but the general 
indication in all sources was that 
nothing definite would be known con- 
cerning the constitutionalists decision 
for several days.

Mr. Cabrera and Mr. Zubaran still 
expressed hope that a favorable reply 
would be received from General Car- 
ranza, despite the fact that Fernandg 
Iglesias, leader of the liberal party 
in Mexico and personal friend of Gen- 
eral Carranza, authorized the state- 
ment that. the constitutionalists never 
would treat with Huerta’s delegates ex- 
cept upon terms of surrender. Mr. 
Cabrera and Mr. Zubaran would not 
comment upon this statement, but it 
Was pointed out that the chief agent 
ef General Carranza in Washington, 
Ghrough whom all official statements 
Were transmitted, was Mr. Zubaran. 
Mr, Zubaran insisted that there was no 
Gefinite word from his chief regarding 
the proposed conference. 

Justice Lamar and Mr. Lehmann, the 
American commissioners to the Niag- 
are. Falls conference, returned to Wash- 
ington today and talked briefly with 
President Wilson and Secretary Bryan. 
The president congratulated them upon 
their painstaking work. No formal 
conference was held, but the commis- 
sioners expect to see the president 
again, probably next Monday.

Bland _Wallis in Dying 
Condition at Grady Hos- 
pital—Assailant Is Placed 
Under Arrest. 


As the result of a vicious attack 
with a hatchet and a big blackjack by 
an escaped negro convict, giving his 
name as Charlie Smith, age 27, of 351 
Pulton street, Bland Wallis, 38 years 
old, of 158 Windsor street, is in a dying 
conition at the Grady hospital. 

The assault took place last night 
about 10 o'clock at the corner of Cooper 
street and Georgia avenue, as Wallis, 
with his brother, L. P. Wallis, of Ideal, 
Ga., were waiting for a street car to 
g0 to the Terminal station. 

Lynching Threatened. 

The negro was chased by the unin- 
jured brother two blocks, and caught 
by four white men who took up the 
A crowd was quickly forming, 
threatening to lynch the negro, as it 
had killed Wallis, 
when a dozen policemen arrived in the 
auto patrol and took charge of the 
negro, rushing Wallis to the Grady 
hospital for surgical treatment. 

L. P. Wallis told the following story: 

“My brother was accompanying me 
to the Terminal station, 
where I was to catch a train for home. 


“This negro approached us on Cooper. 


Street, as we were waiting for a car, 
and~asked Bland ‘if this was Pryor 
street?’ 

“Bland 
Cooper. 

“The negto insisted it was Pryor, 
declaring that he had been hurt on 
Pryor street today, and he knew it was 
Pryor. 

“My brother then warned the negro 
to leave, not caring to argue the mat- 
ter. 

‘“The negro walked off thirty paces, 
and then turned and walked away, with 
his hand on his hip pocket. 

Begins Vicious Attack. 

“Ashe drew near he took a hatchet 
from kis hip pocket and-with a knife tn 
his other hand, he began a vicious at- 
tack on my brother, striking him three 
times on his head, once over the eye 
and slashing his throat. 

“My brother’s body fell toward me, 
as I jumped for the negrd, and blocked 
my catching hold of him. The negro 
broke and ran, and I chased him 
through a school yard. Four other 
men took up the chase with me and we 
caught thenegro after a two blocks’ 
chase.’”’ 

When Smith arrived at police head- 
quarters he denied to the officers that 
he was the negro who struck Wallis 
with a hatchet, but on being put 
through the third degree 
was puilty.

The pleas of women to the governor 
are generally for clemency and it is 
rare indeed that a woman wants to see 
& man hanged. 

The remarkable letter was received 
by Governor Slaton Friday morning. 
It was written by Mrs. Caroline L. Mil- 
ler, of Palatka, Fla., who says she is 
76 years of age and knows a whole lot 
about Miles Cribb and why he should 
be hanged. 

‘In her letter to the 
Miller, says: ‘ 

“I am writing to you as an act of 
simple justice and good feeling for a 
suffering woman, Viola Cribb. She 
knows that there are people trying to 
get a stay of the hanging of Miles 
Cribb. If any man richly deserves 
hanging it is he and I know whereof I 
speak. Mrs. Cribb worked in my son’s 
restaurant, and Miles Cribb, her hus- 
band, used to go in there and stuff him- 


The First Murder. 

It was about 1 o'clock Wednesday 
afternoon that the first of the trio of 
deaths occurred. If Bennett's notes be 
true, the girl wife, in the arms of her 
husband, who had also agreed to dle, 
poured the bottle of carbolic acid down 
her throat. It was emptied. If the 
theory of murder be correct, however, 
she was first strangled into submission 
and the fiery contents of the vial forceaq 
between her lips. 

The dead man's notes say that she 
died in his arms, ayowing eternal love, 
and pleading for him to die with her. 
“The last breath she ever said to me,” 
reads 4% part of one of the murder mis- 
sives, “was ‘come here, honey,’ and she 
caught me and whispered, ‘Yes, dear, I 
love you.’ ” 

Bennett wrote that he intended to die 
with his wife, but changed his Plans, 
and fiendishly plotted to destroy the 
life of the mother-in-law whom he ac- 
cused of having disturbed his domestic 
peace, and of having inspired his aw- 
ful deed.

SNEAK THIEF ENTERS.

Negro Servants of Drewry 
Powers Give Alarm as He 
Leaves Residence. 


While Mrs. J. H. Crawford was sit- 
ting on the front lawn of her home at 
168 Peachtree Circle, trying to keep 
cool, a sneak thief entered her house 
by means of an unlocked door at the 
rear and stole a leather pocketbook 
containing $15 and a $75 diamond ring, 
belenging to her little daughter, 
Hallie, who was away from home with 
Dr. Crawford. 

The negro servants of Drewry 
Powers, 164 Peachtree Circle, saw the 
thief make ‘his exit threugh the same 
door he had entered, and gave the 
alarm. 

Mrs. Crawford telephoned for the 
police. Call Officers wvdd and Shu- 
mate rushed to the scene of the rob- 
bery on their mvvorcycles, and secured 
a good description from the negro 
servants of the thief. No arrest has 
yet been made. 

The negroes declared that the bur- 
glar was a white man, and appeared to 
be about 25 years of age. He wore a 
blue suit of clothes and straw hat.

|SHE ADMITS SPYING 


THRO’ FATED WINDOW 


Had Peered at~Husband 
Through Same Pane of 
Glass Which Bullet of the 
Murderer Broke. 


Freeport, N. Y.,' July 3.—Mrs. Edwin 
Carman, wife of the Freeport physician 
in whose office Mrs. -Louise Bailey, 
wife of a wealthy New York manufac- 
was mysteriously murdered 
Tuesday night, sat on the witness 
stand at the coroner’s inquest more 
than two hours today and submitted to 
a rigid cross-examination concerning 
her actions just prior to the killing, 
just after it and at the moment it oc- 
curred. 

Mrs. Carman emphatically denied she 
was on the porch of her home just be- 
fore the murder: that she had walked 
around on the ground floor while Mrs. 
her husband's office, or 
that she entered the office while the 
victim’s body was lying on the floor. 
George Golder, a patient who had been 
waiting to Dr. Carman on the 
night of the murder, swore he had seen 
the physician's wife do all these things. 

The Woman He Saw. 

When it was suggested that perhaps 
Golder had mistaken Mrs. Carman for 
her sister, the witness was confronted 
with both women, and immediately 
identified Mrs. Carman as the one he

had seen. 

Mrs. Carman, although nervous, told 
substantially the same story she re- 
lated the morning after the murder. 
This was that she had gone to her room 
immediately after dinner the night of 
the murder and except for a space ofa 
minute had remained there even after 
she heard the tinkle of breaking glass 
and the report of the revolver as it 
sent a bullet threugh Mra. Bailey's 
heart. 

She told how she had contracted for 
the installing of the telephonic instru- 
ment in her’ humband’s Office so she 
could hear what he said to his women 
patients, and how she had ripped it out 
the morning after the murder before 
she had clothed herself or had her 
breakfast. 

She Spied on Husband. 

Mrs. Carman also told of spying on 
her husband through the same window 
the assassin used; of seeing him hand 
a nurse, a Mrs. Variancx, a twenty- 
dollar bill and of watching the nurse 
Kiss her husband on the cheek. The 
kiss, she said, caused her to rap on the 
same pane of glass which later was 
broken by the person who killed Mrs. 
Bailey. Then she went inside, where 
she slapped the nurse's face, demanded 
and received the twenty-dollar bill and 
in turn was warned by her husband that 
if sheever repeated the performance 
or ever spied on him again “all would 
be over” between them. 

Mrs. Carman’s sister, visibly nervous, 
also. _ testified. The other witnesses 
were Dr. Carman himself, two patients 
who were waiting to consult him, and 
the physicians who performed the au- 
topsy on the body of the slain woman. 
The others under subpoena will tell 
their stories when the inquest ig re- 
sumed Monday. 

Dressed in Blue Suit. 

Mrs. Carman, when placed on the 
stand, appearedfcalm, but her responses 
to District Attorney Smith’s questions 
were in a low tone. She told of visits 
to department stores in New York on 
the day of the murder. She was 
dressed, she said, in a blue suit. She 
returned to Freeport about 7. o'clock, 
ate dinner and immediately retired to 
her room. 

Mrs. Carman denied she was on the 
front porch or the front steps at any 
time after she returned from New 
York. She was in her room, lying 
across the bed, she said, until she 
heard a canfusion of noises. She heard 
glass breaking and a pistol shot, but

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WILSON ASKS $200,000 
FOR SALEM SUFFERERS 


Washington, July 3.—President Wil- 
son sent a special message to congress 
today urging the Nnmediate appropria- 
tion of $200,000 for the relief of those 
made homeless and destitute in the Sa- 
lem fire. -He inclosed a telegram from 
Governor Walsh saying that 3,000 fam- 
ilies were in need. 

The message was as follows: 

“The governor of Massachusétts has 
sent me the following telegram: 

‘The Salem fund is increasing slow- 
ly. The expense of rehabilitation will 
be enormous,, as 3,000 families are 
homeless and without work. If the na- 
tional government could appropriate 
$200,000 it would assist greatly. I am/| 
informed that the action of the national 
government at the time of the San 
Francisco disaster furnished a preced- 
ent. Can anything in the way of a sub- 
stantial contribution from. the national] 
government be obtained?’ 

“In view of the great number of 
homeless and destitute in Salem, I very 
earnestly urge the immediate appro- 
priation by congress of $200,000, as re- 
quested by the governor, to be expend- 
ed under the directton of thé sec retary 
of war,’ wrote the president. 

The message was referred to the 
house appropriations committee which 
will not take it up before early next 
week at least.

After keeping detectives busy all 
day Friday. in what they now believe 
to be a fictitious«search for a thief, 
E. S. Yarnell, 19 years old, was arrest- 
' ed by Detectives Bass Rosser and John 
Black, accompanied by Stteriff Sam 
Conno, of Chattanooga, Tenn., on a 
warrant charging him with stealing 
$200 in Chattanooga. 

Yarnell had reported to the police 
early Friday that he had been robbed 
of $685, after being drugged by a 
glass of beer.

That night before retiring, he said, 
he met Kenneth Usher, who told him 
he was broke, and without a lodging 
place for the night. 

He declared that he invited Kenneth 
into a saloon to have a giass of beer, 
and that when the beers were served 
that Kenneth exchanged glasses with 
him. He stated he did not pay much

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HARRY CITY OF MACON 


Negro on Street Is Instantly 
Killed—Much Damage 


Done. 


Macon, Ga., July 3.—(Special.)—For 
about two hours today Macon experi- 
enced one of the worst storms of the 
year, being a combination of wind, rain, 
thunder, lightning and hail all turned 
loose at one time. Lightning struck 
several places about the city, and one 
hegro While walking along. Bay street 
Was Struck by a bolt and instantly 
killed, the lightning tearing his shoes 
from his feet and setting fire to his 
Clothing, his body being badly burned. 
A dinner basket he carried in his hand 
did not suffer in the least. 

A bolt which struck a tree on Ocmul- 
gee street just as a Long Belt street 
car was passing, caused a panic on the 
Street car. Leaving the tree the bolt 
came down one corner of the street 
car, setting it on fire. One woman 
fainted and others jumped off, while 
the car Was moving. None were in- 
jured. 

The building occupied by Armour & 
Co., on Cherry street was struck dur- 
ing the storm and the roof set on fire. 
Prompt action by the firemen pre- 
vented any great damage, though a 
considerable portion of the roof was 
burned away. | 

An unexpected feature of the storm 
was the fact that electric light, tele- 

hone and street car service was not 
nterfered with. 


Parents Fight for Child. 

Macon, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)—One 
of the most bitterly waged contests 
between Parents for possession of a 
child that Macon has seen is now in 
bs réss here, Mrs. Mattie Shipman 
having brought habeas corpus proceed- 
ings in the superior court against her 
husband, Oliver Shipman, to compel 
him to surrender the custody of their 
little three-year-old daughter. More 
than forty witnesses have been sum- 
moned and the hearing will consume 
two or three days, it is thought. 

Judge Mathews several months ago 
awarded the<custody of the child to the 
father, when he granted him a divorce 
but the petition of Mrs. Shipman now 
claims that he is no longer a fit per- 
s0n to rear the child.

Macon, Ga., ‘July 3.—(Special.)—A 
delegation of Macon bankers will go to 
Montgomery, Ala., next Wednesday to

Death of Captain McCord. 

Macon, Ga... July 3.—(Special.)—Word 
Was received in Macon today of the 
death in Temple, Texas, yesterday of 
Captain Augustin P. McCord, a former 
Georgian, who went to Texas several] 
years ago and accumulated a fortune 
in the oil business. 

Captain McCord was a confederate 
veteran, enlisting and going to the 
front from Columbus, Ga. Besides his 
widow and fiVe children, all residing in 
Texas, he leaves several nephews in 
Macon, among them being Robert A.

THEN WIFE’S MOTHER

an. He tore leaves from neighboring 
branches and spread them across the 
face of her to shade her features. He 
even removed the body to a shadier 
spot. 

“I have passed by Flossie’s body time 
and again, and have put things over her 
sweet face to shade it and keep the 
flles away. I loved Flossie, you know 
that,” was a portion of one of his let- 


rs. 
ee the hushed stillness of the wood- 
land, he scribbled the several notes 
that he first wrote, all the while plan- 
ning to slay his mother-in-law. Until 
late that night he remained by his 
wife’s body, keeping a silent vigil, 
catching a car home presumably a 
short time before midnight. 

Woman Falls Into Trap. 

The following morning—Thursday— 
he telephoned Mrs. Tolbert. He asked 
her to accompany him to East Point to 
identify some clothes which a washer- 
woman had kept. The woman fell into 
the trap. Thinking she was being es- 
corted to the home ofa negro laundress, 
she accompanied him to the fatal spot 
in the woods. 

Emerging from:’a huge rock, where 
footprints were found, the unwitting 
mother beheld the sight of her slain 
daughter lying stretched upon a bed 
of leaves. The quiet of the woodland 
was pierced by an agonized scream 
from the stricken mother. “I showed 
her Flossie’s body,” Bennett wrote his 
brother-in-law. “She screamed awful.” 

The scene that ensued is beyond the 
power of conception. Nothing of it is 
explained in the dead man’s notes. The 
only evidence is a gaping wound in 
the older woman’s right wrist, whfth 
laid the bone bare, and which indicates 
that a terrible struggle occurred be- 
fore the mad Bennett turned the single- 
barreled shotgun upon her and drilled 
a hole in her breast. 

It would have been natural of the 
man in his insane mood to have levelled 
the weapon at the fear-stricken woman, 
and, after fiendishly accusing her of 
causing the death of her daughter, and 
of having wrecked his and her married 
happiness, to have emptied the gun's 
contents at her. But she certainly did 
not die before a wild struggle for 
life. The gash in her wrist was not 
caused by a mere fall. Her left arm, 
too, was splintered. 

Keeps Suicide Pact. 


The death of the second victim oc- 
curred Thursday morning. It was about 
10 o'clock, according to the slayer’s let- 
ters. Bennett loitered around the spot 
all that afternoon, al! that night and 
until the dawn of Friday began to 
break over the hilltops. He spent much 
of his time writing notes, and dictating 
the affairs of his children and family 
connections. He mailed previously a 
packet of letters to his two brothers 
in Loganville, Ga. 

All these notes were found in his 
pockets when the bodies had been re- 
moved to the undertaking establish- 
ment of A. C. Hemperly at East Point. 
Presumably about 4 o'clock Friday 
morning, tired of gloating over the 
death of the woman he believed had 
wrecked his happiness, and of sorrow- 
ing over the broken love -of his slain 
wife, he ingeniously. attached a cord 
to the trigger of his shotgun, placed 
the barrel over his heart, and fired the 
load into his bosom. 

Many authorities at Fast 
cluding some of the county policemen 
who worked on the tragedy. believe 
that there really was a suicide pact be- 
tween Bennettandhis bride. They say 
that if the woman had not emptied tne 
-ontents of the poison bottle, he would 
have followed her to death at once, and 
that the third victim would therefore 
never have been lured to her fate. 

The murder of Mrs. Tolbert, it ts the- 
orized, was inspired by the man’s 
brooding after ihe death of the younger 
woman. Feeling that insuvintch as the 
wife was dead, and that he, too, had 
agreed to die, he resolved to carry tv 
death witn kh’ m the woman ne accused 
of having broken his domestic happi- 
ness. Had there been encuch poisvn to 
supply both, itis believed, the death of 
Mrs. Tolbert would never have oc- 
curred. 

Mentions Another Woman. 


Bennett, in his motes, mentions “the 
meddlesome tongue” of another woman 
who helped in disturbing the peaceful 
state of his home. 

The discovery was made by a negro 
woman, Rhoda Young, who was on her 
way to cook breakfast at the home of 
W. O. McKenzie, in East Point, at which 
she is employed. Traveling through 
the woods in the early sun, she caught 
sight of the body of Bennett propped 
against a tree. She fled to East Point, 
where the alarm was given. 

Two brothers and a sister of the dead 
man arrived in Atlanta Friday after- 
noon from Loganville. They are S. M. 
Bennett, a photographer, and W. I. 
Bennett, a druggist, and Mrs. G. E. 
Brooks, of Grayson, Ga. They went at 
once to the undertaking establishment 
to view the corpses and to make fu- 
neral arrangements. Bennett’s body 
will be carried to Loganville. The fu- 
neral arrangements have not been made 
for his victims. 

Bennett leaves four children of his 
first marriage: Grace, aged 9, e#nd 
Reuben Arnold, aged 6, are in the 
Home for the Friendless, where they 
have been incustody for a considerable 
while. The two others—Fay, aged 12, 
the oldest son, and Laura, aged 2, have 
been living with their grandmother,

Chamberlain, Striking Figure 
In British Politics, Dead 


London, July 3.—Joseph ChambDerlain, 
one of the most striking figures’ in 
British politics in the past generation, 
died at his London home here near 
midnight last night. His death came as 
a surprise. He had been suffering with 
paralysis, yet the condition of his health 
was not known to be any worse than 
it had been for the past three years. 

The cause of Mr. Chamberlain's death 
was officially announced today as 
heart failure. Although he had been 
gradually sinking since Tuesday, 
members of the family had decided his 
condition should not become publicly 
known. 

Mrs. Chamberlain, who never left her 
husband’s side since he was stricken 
with paralysis seven years ago, and his

son, Austen .Chamberlain, were with 
Mr. Chamberlain when death came.
